HYDE PARK, N. Y., July 4 (UP) —Following is the tert of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s Independence Day address: 


July, the representatives of the 
several states in Congress as- 
sembled, declaring our independ- 
ence, asserted that a decent re- 
spect for the opinion of mankind 
required that they should declare 
the reasons for their action. In 
this new crisis, we have a like 
duty. . 

In 1776 we waged war in behalf 
of the great principle that govern- 
ment should derive its just powers 
from the consent of the governed. 
In other words, representatives 
chosen in free elections. In the 
century and a half that followed, 
this cause of human freedom 
swept across the world. 

But now, in our generation—in 
the last few years—a new Tresist- 
ance, in the form of several new 
practices of tyranny, has been 
making such headway that the 
fundamentals of 1776 are being 


Tt ts, indeed, a fallacy, based on 
no logic, for any American to sug- 
gest that the rule of force can de- 
feat human freedom in all the 
other parts of the world and al- 
low it to survive in the United 
States alone. But it has been 
that childlike fantasy itself—that 
misdirected faith—which has led 
nation after nation to go about 


| their peaceful tasks, relying on the 


thought, and even the promise, 
that they and their lives and their 
government would be allowed to 
live when the juggernaut of force 
came their way. 


It is simple—I could almost say 
simple-minded—for us Americans 
to wave the flag, to reassert our 
belief in the cause of freedom — 
and to let it go at that. 


Yet, all of us who lie awake ut 
night—all of us who study and 
study again, know full well that 
in these days we cannot save free- 
dom with pitchforks and muskets 
after a dictatorship combination 
has gained control of the rest of 
the world. 


We know, too, that we cannot 
save freedom in our own midst, 
in our own land, if all around us 
—our neighbor nations—have lost 
their freedom. 


That is why we are engaged in 
a serious, in a mighty, in a unified 
action in the cause of the defense 
of the hemisphere and the free- 
dom of the seas.

Garibaldi was an old man of 65 
at the time of the Commune. But 
he sent his Red Shirts to fight 
shoulder to shoulder with the 
French workirgelass fighters on the 
\barricades of Paris. 


“I only wish that all the work- 
ers of the world might call me 
said. 

And the French workers remem- 
ber him that way. 

The people of Greece, who are 
bleeding under the heels of Hit- 
lers Nazis remember Garibaldi 
through the men of his battalions, 
the “Garibaldini,” who died for 
Greek liberty. And Greeks also 
came to Italy to fight under the 
banner of their friend in the wars 
of liberation that ousted the foreign 
rulers and united the many Italian 
states into one nation in the third 
quarter of the last century. 
Garibaldi was more than an 
Italian nationalist. He might al- 
most have said with Tom Paine 
that “The world is my country and 
to do good is my religion.” In that 
spirit he urged President Abraham 
Lincolm to free the slaves long be- 
fore the Emancipation Act was 
signed. 

FRIEND OF WORKERS 
Garibaldi developed before the 
science of Marxism had matured. 
But his passion for the rights of 
the oppressed made him warmly 
sympathetic to the struggles of the 
workers. His practical work for the 
people, however, was mainly de- 
voted to propaganda and military 
warfare against foreign, feudal ex- 
plolters. T 

As such the people of many na- 
tions world love him dearly. He is 
loved in the Americas, in western 
Burope and in the great Soviet 
land. Many Soviet citizéns have 
heard how Garibaldi and Alex- 
ander Herzen, the Russian demo- 
cratic revolutionist, once planned to 
disembark at Odessa to organize a 
movement against Tsgrism.

WPA Parley 
In Capital 
Fights Cuts 


Many Groups Organize 
for Action, Negroes 
Hit Hardest 


(Special te the Daily Worker) 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 4— 
A committee to organize WPA 
workers against cuts was fcrmed 
here this week at a mass meeting 
of trade union, church, teacher, 
fraternal and civic body represen- 
tatives. There were also 50 WPA 
workers, many of whom had al- 
ready been dismissed. 

The meeting’ was held in the Mt. 
Carmel Baptist Church, of which 
the Rev. W. H. Jarnagin, member 
of the Ministerial Alliance of the 
District ef Columbia, is pastor. 

Professor Doxey A. Wilkerson, of 
Howard University, chairman of 
the Civic Affairs Committee of the 
Washington Council, National Ne- 
gro Congress, pointed out that the 
proposed 40 per cent reduction in 
the District WPA rolls “is more 
drastic than for any comparabie 
city in the country.” He said the 
reason was that the citizens of the 
District of Columbia cannot vote. 

The cuts would fall hardest on 
the Negro population, affecting ap- 
proximately 3,400 persons, he said, 
because the Negro people of the 
District of Columbia are barred 
from most public and private em- 
ployment opportunities. George W. 
Goodman, executive secretary of 
the Washington Urban League, de- 
clared that the firing of 4,000 WPA 
workers wouki affect about 12,000 
persons in the District. He pre- 
dicted that if the cuts went 
through there would be an increase 


in “crime, delinquency and ill 
health.” 
Jack Kuker, of the CIO Indus-

Booker T. Washington --- He Too Blazed a Trail on July 4; 
Tuskegee Institute Is Monument to This Negro Educator 


By Eugene Gordon 

Booker T. Washington paused in 
the heat and the dust of Tuskegee’s 
“main street” and, wiping sweat 
from his eyes and forehead, asked 
the old Negro villager where Mr. 
Lewis Adams lived. He explained 
to the olf woman that he had 
walked five miles from the railroad 
and that he had thought they'd be 
expecting him, seeing that he had 
told Mr. Adams he would be ‘there 
today—July 4th. 

“Oh!” exclaimed the old woman, 
looking the handsome young fellow 
over. “You the teacher, ain't you?” 

Washington started to explain. 
But she knew as much about it as 
he. She knew that Mr. Lewis 
Adams, “our biggest colored man,” 
and Mr. George W. Campbell, “our 
biggest white man,” had written to 
General Armstrong, principal of 
Hampton Institute, Va., asking for 
somebody to come and start a nor- 
mal school for colored young folks. 
They had asked for a white man. 
Only, however, because they had no 
idea that there was a Negro quali- 
fed to teach a school like that. 


SELF-TAUGHT SLAVE 


“Mr. Adams, hes a mechanic,” 
she told Washington, going with 
him to the Adams home. “He 
learned how to make shoes and har- 
ness and how to be a tinsmith while 
he was a slave.” 

Mr. Adams reminded the youth- 
ful teacher that he, himself, had 
never been to school “a day in my 
life.” Just the same, he insisted, 
he knew the value of education. 
He had taught himself to read and 
write. Washington liked and ad- 
mired Mr. Adams. The old man not 
only believed in educating “the 
head, the heart and the hand,” as 
Washington believe, his belief was 
borne out in his own life. Wash- 
ington thought that “the leading 
and most reliable’ Negro of any 
community was the one “who 
learned a trade during the days of 
slavery.” 

I thought up the idea of a school 


here at Tuskegee all by myself.“ 
Mr. Adams said. “But that’s as far 
as I could go. Somebody else will 
have to start the ball a-rolling.” 

The people were ready to start it 
rolling that very day, he said. 

He told the young teacher that 
most of the “best” white people— 
meaning the wealthy — thought a 
school to teach the young colored 
folks how to work with their hands, 
while they were learning how to 
read, write and figure, was a good 
thing. Two of the white folks who 
had that idea were members of the

The institution grew. Twelve 
years later it was incorporated un- 
der its present name, Tuskegee Nor- 
mal and Industrial Institute. In 
1903 the school had a Carnegie 
library valued at $600,000 and hold- 
ing 15,000 volumes. It had in 1909 
pasture and wood lands, and 100 
buildings (many of brick) erected 
by the teachers and students. It de- 
veloped an academic department (in 
which all students enrolled) with 
a seven years’ course, a Bible train- 
ing school, with a course running 
three vears, and departments ot 
mechanical industries, industries for 
girls, and agriculture. The depart- 
ment for agriculture has a station 
for experimenting with cotton 
breeding. There were a farm, a 
large truck garden, an orchard, a 
bakery and a canning factory. Near- 
ly 50 different industries are taught 
today. It is here that Dr. George 
Washington Carver has carried on 
his experiments with clay, peanuts, 
potatoes and other natural prod- 
ucts, deriving from them hundreds 
of economically profitable products. 

Washington made a valuable con- 
tribution in his day; he was also 
an opportunist who often did 
not realize that a man of his in- 
fluence among the rulers of the 
South might have done much to 
alleviate the condition of the people 
he wished to help. He passed up 
scores of good opportunities, fear- 
ing his work in the South would be 
injured. He did not think of de- 
pending on the Negro and white 
people among whom he and his 
students worked to come to his aid 
if ever he was turned upon by men 
i who hated him. 

Booker T. Washington, neverthe- 
less, gave the world a new concep- 
tion of vocational training. It is 
hardly incorrect to say that he is 
kater of that modern conception 
in this country. So the experiment 
begun in Alabama's Black Belt 60 
years ago today by a Negro youth 
who had been a coal miner at eight,
